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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


Highlights of Insect Conditions 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID heavy on alfalfa in some sections of central and south- 
western Arizona and increasing in northern Utah. THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER 
also heavy on alfalfa in central and southwest Arizona, averaging 300-500 per 
100 sweeps in many fields. (p. 1016). In California, an eriophyid mite (Aceria 
neocynodonis) is heavy on Bermuda grass in San Bernardino, and a pyraustid 
Nomophila noctuella) is heavy on dichondra lawns in Los Angeles. (p. 1017). 


SAN JOSE SCALE light to abnormally heavy on apple trees in 3 New Mexico counties 
and heavy on pears in Auburn, Placer County, California. (p. 1017). 


BARK BEETLES causing damage to pines in areas of California and locally in 
Virginia. (p. 1019). In Virginia, NANTUCKET PINE TIP MOTH damage somewhat 
heavier than usual in Brunswick County, and RED-HEADED PINE SAWFLY causing 
defoliation of loblolly and shortleaf pines locally in several areas of the 
State. (p. 1020). Undetermined species of WALKINGSTICKS ranged up to high 
numbers on large oaks in Devils Den area of Washington County, Arkansas. 
Cpe 023) 5. 


HOUSE FLY populations increased appreciably in and around homes and buildings 

in Oklahoma; especially numerous around homes and farm buildings in southern 

New Mexico; and heavy around ranch homes and buildings in the sandhills area of 
Nebraska. SCREW-WORM infestations continue to be found in Alabama; about 40 new 
cases have been reported since October 1. (p. 1024).

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING OCTOBER 30 


In the western half of the Nation the week was unseasonably cold, with consider- 
able snowfall in the higher mountains and some sections of the northwestern Great 
Plains. Temperatures for the week averaged 6° or more below normal in the central 
Great Basin and northern Rockies, and in the latter area Bondurant, Wyoming, 
recorded -8° near the end of the week. Frost occurred in scattered areas of the 
Central Valley of California, and freezing was reported above 4,000 feet in 
Arizona on Sunday. 


Precipitation along the north Pacific coast was the heaviest so far this fall, 
with falls occurring almost daily and totaling 2 to 4 inches for the week. 
Amounts generally exceeded 0.50 inch in the central and northern Rocky Mountains, 
but tapered off to little or none in the southwestern desert areas. 


Snowfall was rather general in the Rocky Mountains and northwestern Great Plains 
during the weekend. Up to 3 feet of snow fell in some mountain areas of Colorado, 
and up to a foot in the northern and western mountains of New Mexico. Falls ranged 
up to 6 inches in the northern plains of Colorado and the Black Hills of South 
Dakota. Rapid City, South Dakota, had 4 inches, the greatest fall there in 
October since 1954. Snow also fell in the northern Cascades at elevations above 
4,500 feet, and depths in some areas there ranged from i to 2 feet at the end of 
the period. 


In the eastern half of the Nation, average temperatures for the week were 
slightly below normal in the lower Appalachians and along the east coast and 
slightly above elsewhere. Lowest temperatures generally occurred about midweek, 
when freezing ended the growing season in some additional areas of the Southern 
States. 


Precipitation was heaviest from the east-central Great Plains to the Great Lakes 
region where weekly totals ranged up to 3 or 4 inches. Precipitation occurred 
almost daily in the Great Lakes region. Heavy amounts fell in south-central 
Texas about midweek. 


From Maryland to northern Florida and southern Alabama, measurable precipitation 
was widely scattered. Georgia reported no measurable amounts in 40 days in large 
areas of the State. Tallahassee, Florida, had no measurable amount from Sep- 
tember 15 through October 28, 43 days, the longest such period on record at the 
station. Weekend showers relieved soil moisture shortages locally in southern 
Florida. (Summary supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Zeadiatraea grandiosella) - OKLAHOMA - Average of 8 
percent girdled stalks (ranged 1-24 percent) noted in grain sorghum at Mangum, 
Greer County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


SORGHUM WEBWORM (Celama sorghiella) - TEXAS - Light to moderate on grain sorghum 
heads in Jefferson County. (Randolph). 


ANGOUMOIS GRAIN MOTH (Sitotroga cerealella) - INDIANA - Adults abundant in field 
corn at Evansville, Vanderburgh County; averaged about 1-2 per 10 linear feet of 
corn row. Ears on corn plants showed numerous emergence holes. (Everly). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - OKLAHOMA - Infestations of 15-25 per 
terminal continue on Johnson grass throughout State. Ranged 5-25 per terminal in 
field of barley checked in McClain County, with 95 percent of terminals infested. 
Remains very heavy on late grain sorghum and volunteer plants in Garvin County, 

with 200-400 per plant in leaf sheath, head and terminals. Observations at Shawnee, 
Pottawatomie County, showed aphids being killed by frost. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


APPLE GRAIN APHID (Rhopalosiphum fitchii) - CALIFORNIA - Infestations medium on 
field corn in Isleton, Sacramento County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) - DELAWARE - Averaged 20 per sweep in 
cereal cover crop in New Castle County; present on cereals in Kent County. (Bur- 
butis, Mason). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - CALIFORNIA - Medium on field corn in Isleton, 
Sacramento County. CA, (COORDS) < 


YELLOW SUGARCANE APHID (Sipha flava) - OKLAHOMA - Up to 5 per leaf found on scat- 
tered wheat plants along field margin in Bryan County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


GREENBUG (Toxoptera graminum) - OKLAHOMA - Light in sown wheat at Perkins, Payne 
County; averaged 10 per linear foot, but ranged up to 30 per linear foot. Also 
light on volunteer wheat checked in Marshall County. Checks negative in Enid 
area, Garfield County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) - TEXAS - Adults have emerged from grain 
sorghum head samples collected in 3 additional panhandle counties, namely Hartley, 
Deaf Smith and Donley. Surveys have now established presence of this pest in 33 
panhandle and south plains counties. Serious damage generally limited to late- 
planted sorghum. Specimens also collected from Jefferson County sorghum head 
samples, in southeast part of State. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA - No new infest- 
ations located in surveys conducted in central and southwest areas. (Ariz. Coop. 
Sui 


HESSIAN FLY (Phytophaga destructor) - KANSAS - Volunteer and planted wheat plants 
from 24 fields in central areas checked for presence of this species. Percent 
plants infested ranged 0-84; averaged 25.8 percent plants infested. Few brown 
flaxseeds found in only one field; other infestations generally very small larvae, 
not expected to survive the winter. (Jones, Somsen, Peters). 


GRASSHOPPERS - NORTH DAKOTA - Egg survey in north central and central areas gen- 
erally supported adult infestation levels; Melanoplus bivittatus and M. bilituratus 
dominant species. Egg development 5 percent segmented, 10 percent eye spot, 50 
percent coagulated and 35 percent clear stage. Parasitism by bee fly larvae and 
carabids ranged 20-60 percent in area. M. femurrubrum dominant in southeastern 
counties, with M. bivittatus and M. bilituratus present; parasitism of egg pods 
averaged 10-15 percent. Egg pod counts followed adult infestation levels closely 

in northeast; however, counts increased infestation levels in parts of Steele, 
Nelson and Grand Forks Counties; M. bivittatus, M. bilituratus and M. femurrubrum 


dominant species. Egg development averaged 10 percent eye spot, 70 percent 
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coagulated and 20 percent in clear stage. Parasitism averaged 20 percent. M. 
bivittatus and M. bilituratus dominant in south central area; egg development 
averaged 2 percent segmented, 8 percent eye spot, 60 percent coagulated and 30 
percent clear stage. Parasitism averaged 6 percent. (Wilson, Brandvick, PPC). 
WISCONSIN - Grasshopper egg survey Showed average of 0.6 egg pod of M. femurrubrum 
per square yard for the State, compared with 0.12 for 1960. Predation, primarily 
by bee fly larvae and carabid larvae,16 percent in central and northern areas, 6 
percent in southwest and 8 percent in southeast. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). OHIO - Un- 
specified species caused extensive defoliation in 2 corn fields in Butler County; 
severe defoliation and damage to corn ears covered area of 5 acres in one field. 
(Shepeard, Oct. 10). TEXAS - Grasshoppers causing light damage to margins of wheat 
fields in upper panhandle area. (Texas Coop. Rpt.; Preston, Russell). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - ARIZONA - Heavy on alfalfa in some 
sections of central and southwest areas. In Yuma County, diseased aphids evident 
in most fields and peak of buildup apparently passed. Few diseased aphids also 
noticeable in most central area fields. Infestations in seedling Moapa variety 
variable but generally less than one per plant; however, exceed one per plant in 
some fields and as high as 5 per plant in few fields. Infestations in African and 
other varieties also variable but higher generally; infestation extremely high 
(12-15 per plant) in some fields. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Counts per 
sweep in alfalfa were 20 in southwest, 6-10 in southeast and less than 5 in south 
central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Popultion increasing in alfalfa in northern 
part of State. (Knowlton). OREGON - Population in Medford area, Jackson County, 
much reduced due to cool weather; averaged 10-12 per 10 sweeps in fields checked 
October 25. (Capizzi). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - OKLAHOMA - Populations per sweep were 15-25 in 
southeast, 25 in southwest and 6-10 in south central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MARY- 
LAND - Averaged 12 per sweep on alfalfa in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
DELAWARE - Little change in numbers in alfalfa; counts remain high in New Castle 
and Kent Counties. (Burbutis, Mason). 


PLANT BUGS - OKLAHOMA - Populations of 3-6 Lygus lineolaris per sweep noted on 
alfalfa checked in southeast area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). DELAWARE - Adults of L. 
lineolaris in alfalfa averaged 2 per sweep in New Castle County and 70 per 100 
sweeps in Kent County; nymphs present in this crop in both counties. Adults also 
present on grass cover crops in these same counties. Adults and nymphs of 
Adelphocoris rapidus present in New Castle and Kent Counties, with high count of 
60 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa in latter county. (Burbutis, Mason). 


MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius) - DELAWARE - Adults averaged 20 per 100 
sweeps in New Castle County alfalfa. (Burbutis, Mason). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - ARIZONA - Populations in- 
creased on alfalfa and are heavy in central and southwest areas. Averaged 300- 
500 per 100 sweeps in many fields. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Light to moderate 
on alfalfa in Burleson County. (Newton). OKLAHOMA - Populations light on alfalfa; 
counts were 8 per 10 sweeps in southwest and 1-6 per sweep in south central area. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


CONCHUELA (Chlorochroa ligata) - TEXAS - Populations light to moderate in McClennan 
County, with limited damage to soybeans; no controls applied. (Newton). 


LEAFHOPPERS - ARIZONA - Medium to heavy Empoasca sp. populations present in Yuma 
County alfalfa fields. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Undetermined species 

heavy (10 per sweep) on alfalfa in southeast area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). DELAWARE - 
Empoasca fabae adults and nymphs numerous in alfalfa locally in New Castle County; 
as high as 200 per 100 sweeps. (Burbutis, Mason). 


SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - DELAWARE - Adult 
numbers per 100 sweeps on alfalfa increased to 80 in New Castle County and 105 in 
Kent County; averaged one per sweep on grass cover crops in Kent County. (Burbutis).

OKLAHOMA - Light populations (1-2 per sweep) observed on alfalfa checked in Carter 
County. (Okla, Coop. Sur.). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - MARYLAND - Adults very common in fields 
of alfalfa in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - DELAWARE - Adults becoming noticeable in alfalfa 
in New Castle and Kent Counties. (Burbutis, Mason). 


BLACK CUTWORM (Agrotis ipsilon) - MARYLAND - Injurying alfalfa seedlings locally 
inecarroll County. | (U0. Mds. mnt, Dept.) . 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - DELAWARE - Larvae averaged 30 per 100 sweeps in 
alfalfa in New Castle County; present in same crop in Kent County. Present in 
grass cover crop in New Castle County. (Burbutis, Mason). OKLAHOMA - Light 

(0.2 per sweep) on alfalfa checked in Garvin and Carter Counties. (Okla.Coop.Sur.). 
UTAH - Numerous in one field of late season sweet corn at Logan, Cache County. 
(Thornley). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - OKLAHOMA - Counts per sweep in alfalfa 
averaged 0.1 in southeast and 0.2 in south central areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - OKLAHOMA - Light populations 
(0.4 per sweep) continue in alfalfa in southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


AN ERIOPHYID MITE (Aceria neocynodonis) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on Bermuda grass in 
San Bernardino, San Bernardino County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A PYRAUSTID (Nomophila noctuella) - CALIFORNIA - Populations heavy in dichondra 
lawns in Los Angeles, Los Angeles County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - TEXAS - Beginning to cause light damage to 
pastures in Nolan County. (Adams). 


A WHITE GRUB (Phyllophaga rugosa) - ALABAMA - Moderate to heavy in fescue and 
Johnson grass pastures in Butler County; many pastures severely damaged throughout 
eueoes,  (Ceiemerin, Ooi, GD) 4 


LARGER YELLOW ANT (Acanthomyops interjectus) - CONNECTICUT - Swarming on turf in 
a number of locations in New Haven, Hartford and Tolland Counties. (Johnson, 
Savos, Oct. 5-11). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - CONNECTICUT - Dooryard plantings of apples 
heavily infested,especially when treatments interrupted or incomplete. (Johnson, 
Savos). 


WOOLLY APPLE APHID (Eriosoma lanigerum) - OREGON - Flights moderate to heavy in 
Willamette Valley and Jackson County since October 8. (Capizzi). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - UTAH - Returned in numbers to peach trees at 
Brigham City, Box Elder County. (Knowlton). 


SAN JOSE SCALE (Aspidiotus perniciosus) - NEW MEXICO - Light to abnormally heavy 
infestations on apple trees in Bernalillo, Sandoval and Rio Arriba Counties. 

(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). CALIFORNIA - Heavy populations on pears in Auburn, Placer 
Counityve (Cad Coop., Rpt). 


PEAR LEAF BLISTER MITE (Eriophyes pyri) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy populations on apple 
in Scott Bar, Siskiyou County. CalmCooprekpite 
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OLIVE SCALE (Parlatoria oleae) - CALIFORNIA - Medium infestation on olive foliage 
and fruit in Orland, Glenn County, and Corning, Tehama County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


FILBERT BUD MITE (Phytoptus avellanae) - OREGON - More numerous than usual in loose 
budded varieties of filberts in Willamette Valley. (Jones). 


FILBERTWORM (Melissopus latiferreanus) - OREGON - Infestations in Willamette Valley 
fewer in 1961 than in several previous years. (Jones). | 


BLACK-MARGINED APHID (Monellia costalis) - ARIZONA - Heavy infestations on pecan 
in central and southwestern areas. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


WALNUT HUSK FLY (Rhagoletis completa) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy larval populations in 
walnut husks in Saint Helena, Napa County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A WALNUT HUSK FLY (Rhagoletis sauvis) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Larvae abundant in walnut 
husks at Newberry, Newberry County; Pendleton, Anderson County;and Clemson, Pickens 
County. Controls recommended. (Nettles et al.). 


A COREID BUG (Leptoglossus zonatus) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy populations on pomegranate, 
tangerine and lemon fruits in Blythe, Riverside County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CITRUS FLAT MITE (Brevipalpus lewisi) - ARIZONA - Light infestations on citrus 
fruit locally in Yuma County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


RAISIN MOTH (Ephestia figulilella) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy infestations on fig fruit 
in orchard in Turlock, Stanislaus County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


NAVEL ORANGEWORM (Paramyelois transitella) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy infestations on 
fig fruit in orchard in Turlock, Stanislaus County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


DRIED-FRUIT BEETLE (Carpophilus hemipterus) - CALIFRONIA - Heavy population in 
fig fruit in Redwood City, San Mateo County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.) 


VARIEGATED CUTWORM (Peridroma saucia) - PENNSYLVANIA - Scarce to quite numerous in 
vineyards in Erie County. (Cox). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - ARIZONA - Egg counts high on lettuce in Yuma 
County. Larval controls very successful; untreated fields had fewer than one 
larva per plant. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). DELAWARE - Larvae present on cauliflower in 
central Kent County. (Burbutis, Mason). VIRGINIA - Survey and light trap col- 
lections indicated potential outbreaks on Eastern Shore but populations curtailed 
by nuclear polyhedrosis virus. (Hofmaster, Oct. 23). 


IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM (Pieris rapae) - DELAWARE - All instars common on cabbage and 
cauliflower in central Kent County. (Burbutis, Mason). 


TURNIP APHID (Rhopalosiphum pseudobrassicae) - OKLAHOMA - Light to moderate infest- 
ations on turnips in Payne County and at Bixby, Tulsa County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


MORNING-GLORY LEAF MINER (Bedellia somnulentella) - VIRGINIA - Several fields of 
sweetpotatoes with heavy infestations near Townsend on October 13. Parasitism by 
a wasp, presumably Apanteles bedelliae, quite heavy. (Hofmaster) . 


ONION MAGGOT (Hylemya antiqua) - CALIFORNIA - Medium larval infestation on onions 
in Salinas, Monterey County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A SAP BEETLE (Carpophilus sp.) - CALIFORNIA - Larval population medium on onions 
in Salinas, Monterey County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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POTATO TUBERWORM (Gnorimoschema operculella) - VIRGINIA - Foliage damage rather 
heavy to fall potatoes on Eastern Shore in September and early October. (Hofmaster). 


HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - TEXAS - Moderate larval populations, 1-2 per square 
yard, damaged tomatoes in home gardens in Callahan County. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - VIRGINIA - Unusually troublesome on 
Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster, Oct. 23). 


WESTERN BEAN CUTWORM (Loxagrotis albicosta) - IDAHO - Damaged beans locally at 
Rupert, Minidoka County; Filer, Twin Falls County; and Wendel and Gooding, Gooding 
County. Numerous fields damaged at Twin Falls where 821 adults taken in light 
traps period of July 5 - August 26. Insect caused virtually no damage in previous 
3 or 4 years. (Gittins). 


COTTON INSECTS 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - FLORIDA - None found in inspection of 
611 fruiting forms taken from dooryard cotton plants in Dade County; 846 hibiscus 
blooms inspected on Plantation Key also negative. Inspection of 765 hibiscus 
blooms on Upper Matecumbe Key revealed 2 specimens identified as positive for this 
species on October 13. (Fla. Coop. Sur., PPC). OKLAHOMA - Total of 324 specimens 
found in survey of 1,005 bushels of gin trash from 16 counties during period 
ending October 28. Only in Comanche, Jefferson and Stephens Counties did counts 
average more than one per bushel. First inspections of gin trash from Choctaw, 
McCurtain, McIntosh, Muskogee and Pittsburg Counties indicate a decrease in infest- 
ation compared with report for 1960. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEVADA - Argon light 
trap detection surveys negative to October 23 in Moapa Valley, Clark County, and 
Pahrump Valley, Nye County. Trapping will be terminated October 31. Gin trash 
surveys now in progress. (Coop. Rpt.). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et al.) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy in gin trash in Blythe, 
Riverside County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CELERY LEAF TIER (Udea rubigalis) - CALIFORNIA - Continues heavy in gin trash in 
Blythe area, Riverside County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


BARK BEETLES - CALIFORNIA - Dendroctonus brevicomis and Ips sp. causing severe 
damage in Riverside-Fish Hatchery area, Stanislaus National Forest, in 100-acre 
stand where groups of up to 50 trees of young saw timber killed; in Hunter Creek 
area, 500-acre ponderosa pine stand severely affected. Both areas considered for 
salvage sale as infestations are increasing. (E. M. Ward). Damage by D. monticolae 
and D. brevicomis increasing in groups up to 10 trees of ponderosa and sugar pine 
in 23,000-acre stand in Sweetwater-Jerseydale area, Sierra National Forest. (B. 
Minter). VIRGINIA - Dendroctonus spp. active in loblolly pine in 2 areas of 
Brunswick County; 1-10 trees involved with some mortality. Recent attacks noted 

in scattered groups of several trees each in Henrico County; no mortality. 
Dendroctonus spp. and Ips spp. infesting shortleaf pines in 4 stands (1-8 trees 
each) in Halifax County and in one area of 10 dead trees in Nottoway County. 
Dendroctonus spp., Ips spp. and D. frontalis active on Eastern Shore and in 
scattered loblolly pine in Lancaster and Westmoreland Counties. Ips spp. causing 
mortality of loblolly pines in small scattered spots in Henrico and Chesterfield 
Counties; killed shortleaf and Virginia pines in 2 spots each in Louisa, Fairfax 
and Fluvanna Counties, with 2-20 trees per spot. Continued active in 12 areas 
involving 1-20 trees in Halifax County. D. frontalis active in one spot each in 
Nottoway and Mecklenburg Counties; populations on Eastern Shore continue relatively 
low. (For. Pest Sur. Rpt., Sept: Sum.)). 


WHITE-PINE WEEVIL (Pissodes strobi) - VIRGINIA - Caused moderate damage to 2-acre 
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pine stand in Albemarle County; causing moderate damage to several stands in 
Bedford County and severe damage to many stands throughout Montgomery County. 
Killed bark tips of few white pines in single stand in Augusta County. (For. Pest 
Surv. Rpt., Sept. Sum.). 


NANTUCKET PINE TIP MOTH (Rhyacionia frustrana) - VIRGINIA - Damage somewhat heavier 
than usual, involving almost all plantations and many natural stands in Brunswick 
County; damaged nearly all trees in 3 loblolly pine plantations in Halifax County 
and heavily infested one plantation in Amelia County. (For. Pest Surv. Rpt., Sept. 
Sum.). 


PINE WEBWORM (Tetralopha robustella) - VIRGINIA - Confined to several trees in 
2-acre area of a loblolly planting in Fluvanna County; evidence of activity noted 
on scattered single trees in one plantation in Halifax County and 4 plantations in 
Charlotte County. Damage to Virginia, loblolly and shortleaf pines general but not 
serious in Henry County. (For. Pest Surv. Rpt., Sept. Sum.). 


COOLEY SPRUCE GALL APHID (Chermes cooleyi) - NEW MEXICO - Galls very abundant on 
blue spruce in several areas checked on Santa Fe National Forest. (N.M.Coop.Rpt.). 


A JUNIPER APHID (Cinara sabinae) - COLORADO - Very numerous on Jupiperus scopulorum 
in east Denver area. (Chambers, Hantsbarger). 


A CHERMID (Pineus coloradensis) - NORTH DAKOTA - Moderate on ponderosa pine in a 
farm windbreak near Gladstone, Stark County. Det. by L. M. Russell. This is a 
new record for the State. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


A COCCID (Fiorinia externa) - PENNSYLVANIA - Heavy on hemlock at Chestnut Hill, 
Philadelphia County. (Cole, Willet). 


RED-HEADED PINE SAWFLY (Neodiprion lecontei) - VIRGINIA - Larvae defoliated scat- 
tered 2-year-old loblolly pines in plantation in King William County; continued 
active in mid-September on scattered loblolly seedlings in Spotsylvania County; 
scattered throughout 3-year-old, 40-acre shortleaf plantation in Wise County, with 
defoliation variable but light overall. Caused extensive defoliation of 25 per- 
cent of seedlings in area in upper King and Queen County; also evident on scattered 
trees in Richmond and Northumberland Counties. (For. Pest Surv. Rpt., Sept. Sum.). 
Light, spotted larval infestation on young pine seedlings at a Brunswick County 
locality. (Tarpley, Maclin, Oct. 15). 


A PINE SAWFLY (Neodiprion excitans) - FLORIDA - Infested pond pine in Gainesville 
area, Alachua County, October 19; several groups of fourth instars feeding on fol- 
iage, but not sufficiently abundant to cause extensive injury. Det. by L. A. 
Hetrick. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


A HORNTAIL (Sirex areolatus) - CALIFORNIA - Adults medium on pine stumps in 
Michigan Bar, Placer County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


HICKORY SHUCKWORM (Laspeyresia caryana) - TEXAS - Damaging pecans in scattered 
areas of State. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


MAPLE TRUMPET SKELETONIZER (Epinotia aceriella) - PENNSYLVANIA - Very commom on 
maple in northern tier of counties. (Adams, Gesell, Oct. 20). 


VARIABLE OAK LEAF CATERPILLAR (Heterocampa manteo) - ARKANSAS - Infesting various 
species of oaks in Devils Den area of Washington County; infestations rather light. 
Heavier infestations reported from Ft. Smith area, Sebastian County. (Ark.Ins.Sur.). 
VIRGINIA - Defoliation on red oaks more widwspread then ever before noted through- 
out mainland portions of Portsmouth area. (For. Pest Surv. Rpt., Sept. Sum.). 


OAK SKELETONIZER (Bucculatrix ainsliella) - PENNSYLVANIA - Probably this species, 
caused almost complete defoliation of laurel oak in the Allegheny-Lawrence-Butler 
County area. (Jeffery). 
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FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - VIRGINIA - Damage to persimmon, sourwood and 
hickory scattered along roadsides in Halifax County and on scattered hardwoods in 
Carroll County. Attack this year more severe than for several years in Henry 
County. (For. Pest Surv. Rpt., Sept. Sum.). 


WALNUT CATERPILLAR (Datana integerrima) - ALABAMA - Observed migrating from trees 
to lawns in Hale County. Severe damage reported. (Buttram, Sept. 29). 


TWIG GIRDLER (Oncideres cingulata) - OKLAHOMA - Infesting pecan and elm trees at 
Payne, Holdenville, Norman and Kingfisher and in Blaine, Lincoln and Mayes Counties. 
@kae Coop. Sur.) 


COLUMBIAN TIMBER BEETLE (Corthylus columbianus) - VIRGINIA - Caused damage to 
approximately 50 percent of yellow-poplar in 10-acre stand in Washington County. 
(For. Pest Surv. Rpt., Sept. Sum.). 


A ROUNDHEADED BORER - NEW MEXICO - Undetermined species causing considerable damage 
to aspen and pine on Santa Fe National Forest. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


PAINTED MAPLE APHID (Drepanaphis acerifoliae) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on silver maple 
in Riverside, Riverside County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


OBSCURE SCALE (Chrysomphalus obscurus) - OKLAHOMA - Infestation heavy on pin oak 
at Pryor, Mayes County. Okla’ Coop.” Suxry) 


A MEALYBUG (Phenacoccus acericola) - INDIANA - Infesting sugar maple at Plymouth, 
Marshall County; cottony masses conspicuous on fallen leaves. (Schuder). 


WALKINGSTICKS - ARKANSAS - Undetermined species ranged from few scattered specimens 
to extremely high numbers in Devils Den area, Washington County. Small oak bushes, 
4-6 feet high, with as many as 20-30 specimens present; hundreds and possibly 
thousands present on large trees. Mating was occurring on October 23; egg deposi- 
tion also occurred but appeared light. Feeding heavy, with 50-60 percent defolia- 
tion in some cases. Feeding appeared confined primarily to oak species. (Ark. Ins. 
Sur): 


LILAC BORER (Podosesia syringae syringae) - NEBRASKA - Infestations were above 
normal in Cherry County during the past season. (Stokely). 


A CLEARWING MOTH (Ramosia mellinipennis) - CALIFORNIA - Infestation heavy in 
Ceanothis in Hillsborough, San Mateo County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A NYMPHALID (Euptoeita claudia) - PENNSYLVANIA - Large number of larvae on pansy 
plants in commercial planting in Huntingdon County, but no severe damage evident. 
Det why He We Capps. "(Udine , Oct) 11). 


A CUBAN MAY BEETLE (Phyllophaga bruneri) - FLORIDA - Collected on tropical almond, 
St. Johnsbread, eggfruit, jambolanplum, oak, sapodilla, weeping willow, swamp 
maple, Australian treefern and queen crapemyrtle at Miami, Dade County, for new 
host records for this species. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


EUONYMUS SCALE (Unaspis euonymi)- VIRGINIA - Infesting euonymus at Dundas, Lunen- 
burg County. (Amos, Powers, Oct. 20). OKLAHOMA - Infesting euonymus plants in 
Stillwater area, Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Has been serious 
problem on euonymus in Albuquerque, Bernalillo County. Infestations extremely 
heavy in many sections of city. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


OYSTERSHELL SCALE (Lepidosaphes ulmi) - UTAH - Severely infesting lilac and weeping 
willow at Ogden, Weber County. (Knowlton). 


ITALIAN PEAR SCALE (Epidiaspis piricola) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on arbutus in Los 
Altos: "Santa Clara County, (Calm Coop, Rpt.). 
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RHODODENDRON LACE BUG (Stephanitis rhododendri) - PENNSYLVANIA - Heavy on ornamen- 
tal planting of rhododendron in Potter County. (Adams, Oct. 20). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - WYOMING - Several adults found in barn near Albin, 
Laramie County; this is a new county record. (Fullerton). KANSAS - Numerous in 
greenhouse headhouse at Fort Hays Experiment Station, Ellis County. (Harvey). 


HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - OKLAHOMA - Populations increased appreciably in and 
around homes and buildings. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Especially numerous 
around homes and farm buildings in southern counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
NEBRASKA - Populations heavy around ranch homes and buildings in sandhills area. 
(Bergman). 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - TEXAS - Populations decreased in most of State; 
remains a problem in scattered beef and dairy herds. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 

OKLAHOMA - Populations decreased in Stillwater area; averaged 75 per animal. 
Populations variable, ranged 50 to 200 per head in south central area and averaged 
300 per head in southeastern area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEBRASKA - Very light in 
sandhills area; approximately 10-25 per animal. (Bergman). 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - OKLAHOMA - Populations ranged 15-30 (average 
18) per head in Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Populations about normal 
throughout State this season. (Knowlton). 


SCREW-WORM (Callitroga hominivorax) - TEXAS - Continues a problem in all sections 
of State except panhandle area where fewer new cases reported than in previous 
weeks. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - Infestations continue in southeastern and 
north central areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ALABAMA - Approximately 40 new cases 
reported since October 1. Infestations found in Limestone, Lauderdale, Russell 
and Bibb Counties week ending October 27. (Buttram). FLORIDA - Measures to pre- 
vent reintroduction into State underway. (Div. Animal Industry, Fla. Dept. Agr.). 
SOUTH CAROLINA - All larval determinations in State negative for this species. 
(Nettles et al.). 


A MOSQUITO (Culiseta inornata) - NEVADA - Large numbers collected in pink bollworm 
light traps in Moapa Valley, Clark County, and Pahrump Valley, Nye County. (Coop. 
Rpit=))). 


TICKS - FLORIDA - Both State and Federal Quarantines lifted effective October 17, 
except for RED TICK (Rhipecephalus evertsi evertsi) at the animal compound "Africa 
U. S. A." near Boca Raton, Palm Beach County. More than one million cattle have 
been dipped and inspected in infested areas since May 31, 1960; estimated 97 per- 
cent of animals in 32 counties south of quarantine line inspected. (Div. Animal 
Industry, Fla. Dept. Agr.). 


BROWN DOG TICK (Rhipicephalus sanguineus) - ARIZONA - Heavy populations around 
many homes in central area. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). MARYLAND - Infested home at 
Baltimore; more abundant over State this fall than usual. (U. Md. Ent. Dept.) 


WINTER TICK (Dermacentor albipictus) - OKLAHOMA - Populations averaged 20 per head 
on cattle in southeastern area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


STORED-PRODUCT INSECTS 


LESSER GRAIN BORER (Rhyzopertha dominica) - COLORADO - Caused extensive damage to 
stored wheat in Baca County. Katsmiller). 


SAW-TOOTHED GRAIN BEETLE (Oryzaephilus surinamensis) - WYOMING - Adults found in 


7 of 8 granaries inspected in Goshen County. Fullerton). UTAH - Infested flour 
at Midvale, Salt Lake County. (Knowlton). 
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CADELLE (Tenebroides mauritanicus) - WYOMING - Larvae found in 2 of 8 granaries 
inspected in Goshen County. (Fullerton). 


A MEALWORM (Tenebrio sp.) - WYOMING - Larvae found in 2 of 8 granaries inspected 
in Goshen County. (Fullerton). 


CONFUSED FLOUR BEETLE (Tribolium confusum) - WYOMING - Adults found in 4 of 8 
granaries inspected in Goshen County. (Fullerton). 


RED FLOUR BEETLE (Tribolium castaneum) - WYOMING - Adults found in 5 of 8 granaries 
inspected in Goshen County. (Fullerton). 


GRANARY WEEVIL (Sitophilus granarius) - OKLAHOMA - Noted in stored grain in Blaine 
County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). WYOMING - Few adults found in stored barley in one 
granary in Goshen County. (Fullerton). 


RICE WEEVIL (Sitophilus oryzae) - OKLAHOMA - Appeared in stored grain in Blaine 
County. (Okla; iCoop) *Sur’.)!. 


INDIAN-MEAL MOTH (Plodia interpunctella) - WYOMING - Infestation in stored shelled 


corn at Torrington, Goshen County; fumigation treatments failed to eradicate this 
infestation. (Fullerton). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


LADY BEETLES - OKLAHOMA - Light populations of several species on alfalfa and 
grain sorghum in southern area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.) 


LACEWINGS (Chrysopa spp.) - OKLAHOMA - Light populations on alfalfa in south 
central and southwestern areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


NABIDS (Nabis spp.) OKLAHOMA - Averaged 4-5 per sweep on alfalfa in southeastern 
area. (Oklian Coop. Sux.) 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - UTAH - Entered homes in Cache County; Salt 
Lake City area, Salt Lake County; and Salina, Sevier County. (Knowlton). SOUTH 
DAKOTA - Continues a nuisance in and around homes in eastern area. (Hanten). 
PENNSYLVANIA - Large swarms annoying around homes in Harrisburg, Dauphin County. 
(Balsbaugh, Oct. 19). 


HACKBERRY NIPPLE GALL (Pachypsylla celtidismamma) - NEBRASKA - Infestations causing 
annoyance in residential areas in eastern part of State. (Roselle). 


BROWN-BANDED COCKROACH (Supella supellectilium) - CONNECTICUT - Infested home in 
Southbury; first record for this town. (Savos) 


ORIENTIAL COCKROACH (Blatta orientalis) - UTAH - Troublesome in many homes in 
Davis County, particularly Bountiful-Woods Cross area. (Knowlton). 


IMPORTED FIRE ANT (Solenopsis saevissima richteri) - FLORIDA - Survey in Hills- 


brough County revealed infestations within vicinity of 18 nurseries; no nurseries 
found infested. (Fla. Coop. Sur., PPC). 


AN ANOBIID (Hadrobregmus carinatus) - PENNSYLVANIA - Infested wooden antiques, 
floors and beams, mainly oak, in museum in West Overton, Westmoreland County; 
caused considerable damage. (Jeffery, Udine). 
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DRUGSTORE BEETLE (Stegobium paniceum) - PENNSYLVANIA - Heavy infestation in home 
in Allegheny County. (Udine, Oct. 20). 


EARWIGS - ARIZONA - Large numbers present in many lawns with no apparent damage; 
migrating into homes at night. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - NEVADA - Seasonal trapping discontinued in 
Clark, Elko and Washoe Counties; results negative. (Coop. Rpt.). 


TERMITES (Reticulitermes spp.). - MARYLAND - Infested home in Baltimore. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.) SOUTH DAKOTA - Infested home in Mitchell, Davison County; damage 
unknown. (Mast). 


BLACK WIDOW SPIDER (Latrodectus mactans) - UTAH - Continues a problem in Nephi, 
Juab County, and Logan, Cache County. (Knowlton). NEVADA - Large numbers present; 
entering homes in Minden-Gardnerville area, Douglas County. (Martinelli). 


MILLIPEDS - SOUTH DAKOTA - Pest in eastern part of State. (Mast).

PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella (Saunders)) in baggage destined for 
California, at Honolulu, Hawaii. 


AN OLETHREUTID (Matsamuraeses phaseoli (Mats.)) (a Japanese species intercepted 
in previous years and apparently a significant pest) in string beans in stores 
at Seattle, Washington. 


AN OLETHREUTID (Cryptophlebia ombrodelta (Lower)) (a species not heretofore 
intercepted in a vegetable host) in lima beans in California mail at Honolulu, 
Hawaii. 


MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY (Ceratitis capitata (Wied.)) in baggage for Los Angeles, 
California, at San Pedro, California. 


AN OTITID (probably Chaetopsis sp.) moderate to heavy infestation in mail for 
California from Venezuela at San Francisco, California. 


CABBAGE MOTH (Mamestra brassicae (L.)) 6 times in stores at New York, New York. 


A TORTRICID (undetermined species) in cherry in baggage from Italy for New York, 
at New York, New York. 


MANGO WEEVIL (Sternochetus mangiferae (F.)) (newly introduced to Guam) in the 
field in Guam, 


A STENOMID (Stenoma catenifer Wlsm.) 5 times; at Brownsville, Texas, 3 times in 
baggage from Mexico destined for Texas; at Miami, Florida, 2 times in baggage 
from Panama destined for Florida and New York, respectively. 


WHITE GARDEN SNAIL (Theba pisana (Miiller)) 9 times with cargo from the Mediter- 
ranean area; 4 times at New York, New York, destined for New York and other 
destinations; 4 times at Norfolk, Virginia, for Norfolk area distribution; one 
time at New Orleans, Louisiana, for several military installations. 


A SNAIL (Achatina fulica Ferussac) with metal cargo from Okinawa destined for 
Barstow at San Diego, California. 


A GELECHIID (Gnorimoschema sp.) (doubtfully borsaniella Koh., but apparently 
a species not known in the U. S.) in hot peppers in baggage from Peru at Miami, 
Florida, destined for Florida. 


EGYPTIAN COTTONWORM (Prodenia litura (F.)) on cut flowers, presumably from 
Taiwan, in quarters of airplane at Seattle, Washington.
